The April 10, 1759 note is housed in a comment- 
free PMG VF 20 holder. With a printing of 1,834 this is no doubt one 
of the nicest. The April 8, 1762 note is nearly Extremely Fine and has 
earned the PPQ designation and is in a VF 35 grade. Only 1,219 were 
issued for this issue and denomination. It bears repeating that this is 
a superior quality group of high-denomination notes that have been 
blessed with excellent eye appeal. Our estimate will likely prove very 
conservative once the hammer falls this evening.

A nearly complete uncut 
strip, the top note is cut off, while the third note is split at left along 
a fold, with an angular tear from right margin into its right side. An 
interesting piece, missing only the bottom note with plate letter “K” 
as the plate letters on a complete 7-subject sheet would have spelled 
NEW YORK from top to bottom. A complete strip was offered as lot 
5537 in R.M. Smythe’s March/April 1993 auction of lottery tickets 
from the James DuPont collection, the only other similar strip we 
have noted. The Society of Useful Manufacturers was the brainchild 
of Secretary of the Treasury Alexander Hamilton and was established 
in 1791 as a public-private partnership to promote development along 
the Passaic River in northern New Jersey. The goal was to harness the 
river's Great Falls to power mills in the surrounding environs, an area 
that was chartered as the City of Paterson. The Society was successful 
in promoting the industrialization of Paterson, which over the years 
was centered on cotton, then steel, then silk before industry there 
faded in the 20th century.

These $1000 notes, as well as the first $500s, $100s 
and $50s were issued while the Confederate capital was located 
in Montgomery and thus they are known as “Montgomery 
notes”. This note is found without punch cancellations. PMG 
comments “Restoration, Stains.”

Ourdan. Brilliant green and blue undertint permeates through 
the third party holder, giving exceptional appeal to this flashy 
Gem Ace. The serial numbers stand out in bold dark red ink. 
This type features the engraved signatures of Treasury officials 


Allison and Spinner at the bottom left and right respectively. 
The back is intricately printed in green with the imprint of the 
National Banking Company at bottom center. Legal Tender 
and anti-counterfeiting clauses are found in a panel at right. 
Excellent lathe work is showcased on the back in geometric 
shapes offering art-like appeal from a by-gone era. This example 
offers all the appeal collectors dream of. Large margins are found 
along with crisp & pack fresh paper. Just a single note is found 
in a higher grade according to PMG’s population report, and the 
presently offered piece is about as nice a note as one could hope 
to obtain.

The inks are sharp on this Deuce, with the dark forest 
green underprint and ruby red overprints standing out with 
fantastic appeal. This note hails from the, derogatory at the time 
of issuance, Greenback series launched in 1862. The engraving 
was done by NBNC, however ABNC and NBNC shared in 
the printing duties. Interestingly, Chittenden and Spinners 
signatures were printed with a separate plate in special ink. 


At left of center is a large portrait of Alexander Hamilton, which 
was engraved by Joseph P. Ourdan. Similar to the Ace from the

series, the 1-2-3 design is found below the treasury seal. The 
treasury seal was interestingly applied by the National Currency 
Bureau in Washington. The back is printed in green and has 
the denomination and redemption information. The last is the 
so-called Second Obligation: “This note is a Legal Tender for 
all debts public and private, except for duties on imports and 
interest on the public debt, and is receivable in payment of all 
loans made to the United States.” A great opportunity for the 
type collector looking to upgrade or add this Gem to their 
elite level collection. Seldom do high end examples of this type 
become available to collectors, so we expect to see spirited 
bidding on this lot. PMG Pop 4/3 Finer.

The reverse of the note displays intricate lathe work as typically 
found in the Civil War era United States. Heavy geometric 
designs are noticed, with the Legal Tender clause at center. The 
clause for the 1863 notes reads “This note is a Legal Tender for 
all debts public and private, except for duties on imports and 
interest on the public debt, and is receivable in payment of all 
loans made to the United States.” At left and right are two over- 
sized “X” counters. Notes from the “Greenback” series were 
heavily dogged by the public when issued, due to the more 
favorable use of gold & silver coin. Excellent appeal, and worthy 
of a premium bid.

Fr. 96. 1869 $10 Legal Tender Note. PMG Superb Gem 
Uncirculated 67 EPQ. Here is a stunning example of this 
colorful and popular design type. These 1869 Legal Tender 
Notes are commonly referred to as “Rainbow” notes due to the 
presence of green and red overprints inks that when combined 
with the blue tinted security paper provide a colorful appearance. 
The crisp broadly margined example here certainly supports the 
nickname as the rich hues of green, red and blue are impressive. 
The engraved design elements are boldly inked and strikingly 
detailed. Just three examples have been encapsulated by PMG at 
this lofty grading tier, with none graded finer. 


Each denomination from the Series of 1869 is represented by 
just a single catalog number, Fr. 69 for the $10 denomination. 
The portrait of Daniel Webster, engraved by Alfred Sealey, is at 
left, while at right is the vignette titled Introduction of the Old 
World to the New, or Pocahontas Presented at Court. At bottom 
center is an eagle perched upon a shield and clutching an olive 
branch and arrows. When inverted the eagle resembles a donkey 
lending to the popular “Jackass” nickname by which these notes 
are commonly known. The same design was used on the top of 
Fractional Currency Shields. This particular rendition of the 
national bird was continued on Legal Tender Notes through and 


including the Series of 1880. The signers for this series are John 
Allison as register of the Treasury and F(rancis) E. Spinner as 
treasurer of the United States. 


This type comes on blue tinted security paper based on Wilcox’s 
1866 patent. A large red spiked Treasury Seal is to the right of 
center. A green protector tint is seen across the top of the note. 
The tint is made up of microlettered TENs in a repeating pattern. 
A green serial number panel is to the right of Webster's portrait. 
Red printed serial numbers are to the lower left and upper right. 
Engraved signatures of Allison and Spinner are seen along the 
bottom border of the design. The back is intricately laid out 
in a green geometric design with TEN at left and 10 at right. 
The Legal Tender clause and anti-counterfeiting language is at 
center. The imprint of the National Bank Note Company is at 
bottom center. 


There were 8,376,000 $10 Rainbow notes printed. Today 
fewer than 1,000 are believed to survive, most of which show 
significant circulation. This example is a significant offering to 
the collecting community, and an opportunity that should not 
be passed up for those looking to upgrade or acquire this elite- 
tier Superb Gem. PMG Pop 3/None Finer.

At center is a large framed portrait of General George H. 
Thomas, otherwise known as the “Rock of Chickamauga.” 
Unlike most Union generals Thomas was a southerner, born 
in Newsom's Depot, Virginia in 1816. His family owned slaves 
who worked their plantation-style farm, and as a young man 


Thomas witnessed first-hand the violent slave rebellion led by 
Nat Turner. In 1836 Thomas was appointed to the United States 
Military Academy at West Point, where he was a close friend 
and roommate of William T. Sherman. After graduation Thomas 
served in an artillery company where he became close friends 
with future Confederate general Braxton Bragg. In 1851 Thomas 
returned to West Point as an instructor working closely under 
the school’s superintendent Robert E. Lee. While an instructor 
at West Point, Thomas taught future Confederate generals J.E.B. 
Stuart and Fitzhugh Lee. In 1855 Thomas was made a Major in 
the 2nd Cavalry by Secretary of War Jefferson Davis. Many of the 
cavalry’s officers were southerners and when the Civil War broke 
out in 1861, 19 of the 36 officers resigned, including superiors 
Albert Sidney Johnston and Robert E. Lee. Many southern-born 
officers struggled with loyalty to their home states and to the 
Union they served. Virginians especially resigned their United 
States Army commissions in support of defending their home 
state. Perhaps influenced by his northern-born wife, Thomas 
stayed with the Union Army. In response, Thomas’ family back 
home, including his five siblings, completely disowned him and 
remained estranged from him for the rest of his life.

Company. A large medallion portrait of George Washington, 
after the famed Houdon Bust, is the central design element and 
decorates the side of the urn’s massive bowl. We are aware of 
five examples of this impressive sheet. We sold a nearly identical 
example in our August 2017 ANA auction for $15,275. A superb 
display piece.
